80 percent of the costs of the 
project will be borne by the 
Federal — Highway Ad 
ministration while 20 percent 
will be funded by the state 

As of now, bids are expected to 
go out in December 1985, with 
construction started by March 
1986. The whole project is ex 
pected to be completed by 0 
tober 1986. 

The proposed 55 foot bridge 
will replace the existing tem 
porary one lane bridge. The 
single span superstructure will 
be 34 feet wide with a five foot 
sidewalk and consist of two 
lanes with shoulders. A chain 
link fence will also be installed 
on both sides of the bridge to 
prevent objects being thrown to 
the tracks below 

Total project length is ap- 
proximately 1,800 feet with 
approach roadway recon 
struction to include about 900 
feet south of the railroad and 900 
feet north of it.

Jim Miceli, who worked 
for the new replacement bridge 
at the state level, said the 
concern over Radcliff Road 
‘doesn't look insurmountable.” 
Though he anticipates getting 
bids out as early as next sum 
mer to move things along, he 
stressed he would like to satisfy 
everyone in the process. He also 
feels there is a definite need for 
a temporary bridge there, in the 
meantime. 

The existing bridge was 
damaged several weeks ago 
when it was struck by a Boston 
and Maine freight train, which 
hit 11 bridges before stopping. 

When questioned by Lake 
Street resident Ray Metcalf on 
whether the old Lake Street 
bridge will indeed be repaired 
Redmond replied that's under 
consideration right now. He 
added his department has no 


control over the “railroad’s 
movements,” but is looking “for

NYNEX tower may begin 
operation in January 


The radio tower in 
Wilmington, overlooking 
several industrial establish- 
ments ‘on Main Street near 
Lowell Street, ma go into 
operation as early nuary 1, 
1985. It was erected during the 
past summer for NYNEX, a 
division of the former American 
Telephone and Telegraph 
Company (AT&T 

The NYNEX tower is designed 
to handle telephone con- 
versations emanating from or to 
automobiles and land based 
mobile telephones. Automobiles 
equipped with telephones called 
“cellular phones” can use the 
service while enroute from one 
location to another, in a service 
which will eventually cover the 
entire United States, ording 
to statements which were made 
in a Wilmington Board of Ap: 

als hearing last spring. 

Patrons of the system would 
be automatically transferred 
from the tower in one area to the 
tower in the next area, as their 
car crosses the country. It can 
be possible for a person using 
such a telephone, to talk with 
one station or person with no 
interruption, as the car in which 
that person is riding would be 
travelling from (say) Boston to 
Washington D.C 

The Federal Communications 
Commission (FCC) has 
nationwide jurisdicton over the 
cellular technological tran. 
smissions frequency spectrum 
The spectrum is considered a 
natural resource. 

FCC regulations allow only 
two carriers to operate cellular 
systems in any city. NY is 
already established, and is 
awaiting permission to start 
operations

Tewksbury selectmen urge parents, officials to work together 


Alter airing a laundry list of 
grievances over Recreation 
Commissioner Dick Barrelle’s 


actions during a local Pop 
Warner Football charter 
dispute, selectmen asked 
Tuesday that parents and 


current local Pop Warner of. 
ficials put aside those dif 
ferences and work with the 20 
year recreation commissioner 
in resolving the dispute 

However, some parents 
seemed reluctant to work with 
Barrelle, whose term as a 
recreation commissioner ex 
pires next year, and would 
apparently feel better if he were 
not associated with the youth 
football program 

Parents allege Barrelle has 
not cooperated with a local 
board of Pop Warner directors 
in their effort to regain a charter 
that allows the town to operate 
under the Pop Warner banner 


Barrelle maintains he has done 
nothing wrong and that his 
actions were aimed at regaining 
the charter

Barrelle has been an in 
termediary between the town 


and the Pop Warner Football 
Conference of Eastern Mass 
since the dispule first surfaced 
ently named by the

charter which is currently on a 
probation status, 

The local board of directors 
was formed last summer after 
the ss board suspended the 
chart for alleged “outside 
political interference” into the 
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local program. That suspension 
issued after an EMass audit of 
local Pop Warner books gave 
former director Michael 
Whelton a clean bill of health, 
recommended the town 
reorganize the local program 
and ask for a charter rein. 
statement hearing. 

The audit was performed 
when selectmen received a bill 
requesting payment for 
equipment and services 
allegedly ordered by Whelton, 
but never paid for Selectmen 
subsequently removed Whelton, 
who is also president of the 
EMass board, from his post as a 
town recreation commissioner 
admist charges he knowingly 
overspent his budget. The 
recreation commission later 
voted to remove Whelton as 
director of the program 

The issue of the outstanding 
bill found its way into the courts 
when the company filed suit 
against both the town and 
Whelton. The town has since 
filed a cross suit against 
Whelton. The litigation is still 
pending. 

After unsuccessful attempts 
al gaining a reinstatment 
hearing, the EMass board voted 
in September to uphold the 
suspension of the local 
program's charter for one year 

The town went to court two 
days after the suspension was 
handed down and got an in 
junction allowing them to play 
Pop Warner league games 
Following that court action, the 
EMass board downgraded the 
charter suspension to a 
probation 

When Tewksbury was barred 
from playing in post season

But, rather 
than allow a team on probation 
into the playoffs, National Pop 
Warner canceled the entire 
playoff schedule in the EMass 
region. 

Selectmen Tuesday listened to 
parents’ grievances against the 
actions Barrelle took during the 
dispute, but did not take any 
formal action against him 

‘There's nothing firm here,” 
said Selectman Chairman Paul 
Sullivan. 

However, a few selectmen and 
parents did express displeaure 
with Barrelle’s actions. 
Selectman Bill Hallisey and 

electman Tom Girard said they 

were unhappy over some of the 
actions Barrelle took on the 
issue 

“He was supposed to be the 
meditator between Pop Warner 
and ourselves and he wasn't,” 
said one woman. 

Prime among the parents 
grievances was an affidavit 
Barrelle presented to the EMass 
board at the charter suspension 
hearing last September. In that 
affidavit Barrelle said he had 
little faith in the local program's 
direction and that problems in 
the program would continue 
unless a local program gover. 
ning body to replace the current 
board of directors was set up. 

He referred to some leaders of 
the local program as 
“malcontents” and referred to 
three recreation —_com- 
missioners, appointed by 
selectmen after the removal of 
Whelton and the subsequent 
resignations of two other

Barrelle also proposed in that 
affidavit that the charter be 
reinstated {o the recreation 
commission in his name on a 
probationary status and that a 
three person administrative 
body consisting of himself 
Assessor Norman Boudreau and 
one other person appointed by 
the EMass board be created to 
oversee the —_ program's 
operation. 

That affidavit was filed in 
court when the town sought the 
injunction allowing them to 
play. It was the only piece of 
evidence offered by the Pop 
Warner organization in defense 
of their action to suspend the 
Tewksbury program for one 
year 

Parents and Pop Warner 
board of directors members felt 
the affidavit served to injure 
their efforts at trying to rein- 
state the charter for the local 
program and questioned 
whether Barrelle was working 
for the parents or for the EMass 
board. 

While saying Barrelle had a 
right to speak his mind and file 
the affidavit, Girard said he felt 
the document ‘didn't help the 
sitution at all 

Hallisey said he took ex- 
ception with Barrelle’s affidavit 
and some other actions. “I 
personally do not feel you had 
the best interests of the program 
at heart,” he told Barrelle while 
adding he felt Barrelle did not 
work with the local board of 
directors to solve the charter 
dispute 

Other parents expressed 
similar feelings, but Barrelle 
defended his action by saying it 
was his effort to get the 

franchise returned to the Town 
of Tewksbury.”’ 

“The only thing I care about is 
the kids in this town and if 
anybody doesn’t believe it, then 
shame on them,” Barrelle said. 

Parents also claimed 
Barrelle, after agreeing to do so, 
failed to help locate several 
footballs and other equipment 
belonging to the program, thus 
forcing the board of directors to 
purchase new items. 

Barrelle, however, said he 
currently does not know where 
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the footballs are while adding 
that members in the current 
program did an inventory of 
equipment stored in the Noviate 
on Chandler Street and that he is 
not sure that the equipment they 
Say is missing is indeed missing. 

With the lack of a central 
storage point large enough for 
all the equipment, Barrelle said, 
equipment could have. gone 
anywhere. 

Another contention against 
Barrelle was his failure to 
provide local directors with 
official eligibility forms. Those 
forms had to be filled out prior to 
an official league weigh-in 
which ensures that all youths 
meet certain height and weight 
restrictions within their age 
group 

Barrelle had those forms and 
attempted to give them to local 
directors at a practice session 
hours after the court issued the 
ruling that Tewksbury be 
allowed to play. That ruling 
came down one day before the 
weigh-in. 

Barrelle said his appearance 
at the practice field was met 
with mixed reaction and that he 
was told not to interfere with the 
program or court order. He also 
said the EMass board had asked 
him to deliver the forms. 

Because of the confusion, he 
said, he did not turn the forms 
over to officials. ‘I didn’t know 
what to do,” he said while ad- 
ding officials refused to take the 
forms because they were told 
not to “accept a thing from me."" 

Hallisey, however, said that 
town counsel and attorney for 
Pop Warner agreed after the 
court order was issued that they 
would spell out the procdures to 
be taken to get the season 
started and that Barrelle's 
actions at the request of the 

SMass board were going 
against the court order. 

“| did not try to change the 
structure of the court order," 
Barrelle said while explaining 
he was trying to help local 
program officials abide by the 
rules of the weigh-in. 

On another issue, 


Barrelle 
agreed he may \have not mie, 


clear to program directory that 
there was a 25 player limit\)pn 


each team. Usually teams €an 
increase to players, but a 
special rule was put in place this 


year because a special weigh-in 
was called for kids who may 
have missed the official one due 
to confusion. The rule, it was 
explained, would help prevent a 
team from holding back a player 
they know is overweight from 
the official weigh-in in hopes the 
few extra days until the special 
weigh-in could be used to reduce 
the weight 

Local Pop Warner Director 
Robert Lombardi said he had no 
knowledge the limit was 25 per 
team until the day of the special 
weigh-in. “We turned away a 
total of 15 kids as a result of that 
rule at the weigh-in,” he said. 
Some of the youngsters turned 
away, he said, had uniforms and 
were with teams for two weeks 
before being turned away 

Parents also questioned 
Barrelle’s show of conern for 
removing Michael Whelton, III, 
son of the former director, from 
a coaching slot 

Parents claimed that Barrelle 
tried to overturn that decision. 
“He had no right to assign or 
make changes in coaches,” siad 
Lombardi. 

Although saying he was 
concerned that the junior 
Whelton was removed as a 
coach, Barrelle said he made no 
attempt to overturn the 
decision. 

It was later alleged the junior 
Whelton did not apply for a 
coaching post for the past 
season 

Barrelle also took exception to 
a remark that he failed to 
provide official scholarship 
application forms on time 
Those forms allow players with 
a B average in school to apply to 
be named to a scholar Pop

Barrelle produced an ap- 
plication form Tuesday that 
showed the deadline for ap 
plying was December 15 and 
showed anger over a statement 
made by Matt Taylor two weeks 
ago that players were hurt when 
they were shut out of the scholar 
program because he didn’t have 
the forms on time. 

“When people come in here 
and say Mister Richard Barrelle 
hurt a bunch of kids, it angers 
the hell out me,"’ he said. 

Taylor explained it was his 
misunderstanding that the 
scholarship forms carried the 
same early November deadline 
as the form seeking addmission 
to play in a Pop Warner spon- 
sored bowl game. 

Barrelle also denied that he 
told Town Counsel Charles 
Zaroulis in a phone call that all

He denied saying he could get 
the Tewksbury team into the 
playoffs with a phone call. “I 
wish I could do it," he said while 
adding, “I certainly don’t have 
that authority.” 

Hallisey challenged the way 
Barrelle always seemed to know 
what the outcome of the EMass 
board decisions would be before 
they were made. “You told town 
counsel these are the things you 
foresaw happening and that's 
what did happen,” he said 

But, Barrelle said he only 
expressed his ‘institive 
feelings” on matters and said he 
does not have the answers 
before deicisons are made, 

Before the meeting drew to a 
close Selectman Charles 
Coldwell remarked the meeting 
allowed people to “relieve some 
frustration,” but that the larger 
job remained ahead.

Judge's award offsets 
jury verdict in AMC trial 


by Elaine DePasquale 

After “eight days of 
testimony,last week, a federal 
district court jury has awarded 
$125,000 to Ralph Wallace of 
Wallace Motors in his suit 
against American Motors 
Corporation (AMC) for im- 
proper termination of his 
franchise agreement. 

Ruling the next day on other 
issues in the trial, however, 
Federal District Court Judge 
D.A. Mazzone, awarded triple 
damages to AMC amounting to 
$127,204. 

The triple-damages award 
came after a November 15 
rulling by Judge Mazzone which 
removed counts II and III of 
Wallace's complaint from jury 
consideration on a motion by 
AMC attorneys that they would 
be more properly tried under 
Massachusetts Law 93B than 
under federal law which allowed 
a jury trial but not triple 
damages 

The case, which came up for 
trial in Federal District Court 
two) weeks ago, was the 
culmination of what Wallace has 
terme, “two years of living 
hell.” 

Wallace, whose franchise to 
sell Renaults, Jeeps and AMC 
cars at his Main Street 
dealership was revoked by AMC 
in February, 1982, has charged 
that AMC acted unfairly and in 
bad faith, revoking his 
agreement for reasons other 
than those publicly stated. 

He has cited suspicious oc- 
currences at his place of 
business including- burglaries, 
one of which resulted in the 
theft of a safe containing 
franchise documents. 

Since that time, AMC vehicles 
in Wilmington have been sold by 
Wilmington AMC-Renault, 
owned by Bernard Ristuccia, 
who also owns Wilmington Ford, 
Wilmington Subaru, Lowell 
Ford and Border AMC-Buick of 
Methuen. 

Wallace has stated that 
Ristuccia had a longtime in- 
terest in the AMC franchise, 
even making AMC an offer for 
it 

“Then out of the blue, they 
took it away from me," he said. 

AMC, in a counter claim 
against Wallace, charged that 
Wallace misrepresented the 
dealership's credit, saying he 
had a $350,000 credit line when 
he did not. Jn other counts of the 
counterclaim, they charged that 
Wallace did not maintain an 
adequate inventory of cars, did 
not pay AMC for a car pur- 
chased from AMC and sold by 
Wallace in the amount of $7,434., 
‘and held himself to be an 
authorized AMC dealer after 
termination of the franchise 
agreement by refusing to 
remove AMC signs and by 
selling AMC cars purchased 
from other dealers. 

Both parties have agreed that 
the complicated story began 
early in 1982 when Wallace, an 
AMC franchise holder for 13 
years, expressed an interest in 
purchasing a _ Burlington 
Reneault franchise which was 
coming up for sale. 

“T had struggled for years,” 
Wallace told the Town Crier of 
his then faltering business 
“Jeeps weren't _ selling 
“Finally, here was a product I 
could sell. I was excited about 
it.” 
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According to Wallace's at- 
torney Daniel Laufer, despite 
Ristuccia’s interest in the 
Reneault franchise, it had to be 
offered first by AMC to Wallace 
Motors under AMC’s policy of 
combining franchises. 

According to testimony of 
AMC National Market 
Representation Manager Victor 
Kray, it was, in fact, an unof- 
ficial company policy to"put all 
our franchises under one roof." 
Wallace's interest in the 
Burlington franchise, therefore, 
met with company approval 

A protest to the proposed 
transfer was made to AMC by 
Ristuccia, however, Wallace 
said, and a lawsuit was filed by 
him against AMC and Wallace 
Motors. This suit, Wallace said, 
was withdrawn after Wallace 
signed an agreement giving 
Ristuccia right of first refusal in 
the event that Wallace should 
sell the franchise. 

To facilitate his purchase of 
the Burlington Reneault fran- 
chise, Wallace testified, he 
requested that AMC participate 
in the sale by making $35,000 
available to Wallace Motors. 

“Deals like this were not 
unusual. AMC often provided 
funds to assist dealers in 
combining franchises," Kray 
told the courtroom, ‘sometimes 
paying the vast majority of the 
purchase price.” 

In this instance, he said, 
Wallace's contribution was to be 
the cost of parts and accessories 
that went along with the fran- 
chise, approximately $15,000. 
Other conditions attached to the 
approval of the Reneault 
franchise transfer, Kray said, 
included a clean-up and 
refurbishment of the dealership 
and the securing of a $350,000 
floor plan credit line 

Kray said he and other AMC 
executives toured several 
Boston area dealerships early 
March, 1982, and were 
cerned’’ about the Wallace 
dealership which he said they 
found ‘in disarray, with dirt and 
grease on the floor, broken 
pumps and incorrect signs.” 

“It reminded us of a place the 
average consumer would not go 
to to buy a vehicle,” Kray said 

Kray also outlined for the 
court a “warranty problem” he 
said AMC had had with Wallace 
Motors in December, 1981 

“Warranty expenses on a per 
vehicle basis were running four 
to five times above the zone 
average,” said Kray. “I had the 
obvious feeling that something 
was going wrong down there,” 

Kray said AMC then sent a 
warranty audit team in from 
Detroit to investigate and that 
$20,000 worth of fraudulent 
warranty claims were un- 
covered, Wallace, he said, was 
charged back $20,730. 

“IT believe he fired his service 
manager because of it,” Kray 
told courtroom 

Despite the problems with the 
dealership, Kray testified, AMC 
was still willing to give Wallace 
the $35,000 to purchase the 
Burlington Reneault franchise 
of Pacz and Weisz. 

“I-saw an opportunity to put 
franchises together under one 
roof and for Ralph to go do what 


he could do. . . sell cars... to 
get back to business. Ralph 
would have another op- 


portunity," said Kray 
Kray testified that most of the 


ness Test 


conditions for the transfer, 
including the renovation of the 
dealership, were met by 
Wallace but on May 3, 1982, 
Wallace had secured only a 
$100,000 credit line. 

“On May 3 did you tell Mr. 
Wallace it was okay that he 
didn’t have the $350,000 credit 
line,” Judge Mazzone asked 
Kra 


io, sir, we told him it was a 


basic requirement,’ Kray 
replied. 
Wallace, however, has 


testified that he never promised 
to secure a $350,000 credit line 
prior to purchasing the Reneault 
franchise, but told AMC he 
would increase his credit line 
after the franchise was tran- 


sferred and after he had a 
chance to see how things were 
going. 


“That is all I agreed to have 
and that is all we were going to 
have until I saw how things 
went,”’ he said 

Wallace said that prior to this 
time he had“had a problem with 
AMC shipping unordered cars to 
him and that this was the reason 
he did not want a $350,000 credit 
line. 

He said he was told by Kray 
that the $350,000 was just for 
AMC paperwork and that the 
$100,000 credit line would be 
sufficient 

Wallace testified that that was 
the last he heard of the $350,000 
floor plan line until October, 
1982, when 15 unordered vehicles 
were charged against his credit 
line at Century Bank bringing 
him over his $100,000 limit 

“IT said go ahead and bounce 
them back, and they did,” said 
Wallace. 

In doing so, however, Wallace 
said, the bank was told by AMC 
that they had documents at 
testing to Wallace having a 
,000 credit line. 
lace testified he had never 
seen these documents 

In fact, Wallace has 
there were four of these 
documents’’ supposedly 
stats of each other, but, he 
ctually originals because 
amps and other items such 
as dates do not superimpose in 
the right places. 

Itis AMC's contention that the 
false documents were created 
have 


by Wallace and they 
charged Wallace with 
misrepresentation 

Shortly after that, Wallace 
said, he received a letter in 


forming him he would have to 
present AMC with evidence of a 
$350,000 credit line within ten 
’ as followed 


letter informing him of a 
recommendation to cancel his 
franchise. agreement 

Wallace said he then went to 
the Commercial Bank and Trust 
Co, and secured a $350,000 credit 
line which he presented to AMC 
on January 12, 1983, acting on 
the advice of then-AMC VP 
Robert Schwartz.who said to do 
so would result in a withdrawal 
of the termination 

“This is where they acted in bad 
faith,” says Wallace. “They 
went ahead and revoked the 
franchise agreement anyway.” 

On Monday, November 19, the 
jury of five men and three 
women returned with their 
verdict decided under a federal 
law popularly known as Dealers’ 
Day In Court. Their findings

concluded that AMC acted in 


bad faith in terminating its 
franchise agreement with 
Wallace Motors and awarded 


damages amounting to $100,000 
to Wallace. They also found 
Wallace was owed $25,000 in 
unpaid warranty claims by 
AMC. 

On the misrepresentation 
claim by AMC they found for 
Wallace 

The jury found in favor of 
AMC ‘in regard to two 
trademark violations and 
awarded AMC $1,000 on each 
claim. They also found in favor 
of AMC regarding a claim for 
payment for an automobile said 
to be purchased by Wallace and 
re-sold to an individual without 
making payment to AMC. For 
this they awarded AMC $7,434. 

On November 5, 1984 
however, a motion was filed by 
AMC attorneys and allowed by 
Judge Mazzone which removed 
counts II and III of Wallace's 
complaint from jury con 
sideration and allowed them to 
be decided by the judge in a non- 
jury setting under 
Massachusetts’ law 93B.

Right to Know Law affects 
underground storage of chemicals 


by Arlene Surprenant 
The new Right to Know Law 
provides new rights to em- 
ployees and residents regarding 
the communication of in- 
formation on toxic and hazar 
doys wastes. With the formation 
of She town's Underground 
Storage Bylaw to regulate all 
underground storage tanks in 
Wilmington including those on 
homeowner's property, many 
employees are already seeking 
information on substances 
stored on company property 
The bylaw, which is currently 
undergoing refinement through 
a series of public hearings, will 
most directly affect any person 
or company owning 20 year old 
tanks or older. Since older tanks 


were invariably made of steel 
rather than fiberglass, there is a 
good chance that they will 
corrode, causing leakage into 
the underground water supply 
And according to a recent report 
released by Sen. David 
Durenberger and issued by the 
Congressional office of 
Technology Assessment, 
“groundwater pollution is fast 
becoming one of the most im- 
portant pollution threats facing 
the United States." 

There are some 24 persons or 
companies in Wilmington listed 
owning underground tanks 
which fall into this 20 year 
category or having tanks of an 
uncertain age. 


Crime does pay — 
to local charities 


The Wilmington Police 
Department reports that several 
local charitable groups are to 
receive from $300 to $600 each, 
from the Woburn Court. The 
money is to be a release of funds 
from the Woburn District Court 
Community Restitution Fund.

In “Women in Transition,” 
Dr. Kenney said, she has found a 
running theme that women often 
in mid-life “do not feel com 
fortable, safe, or valuable; they 
don't feel that self-worth” that 
men are more likely to feel in 
their careers, a self-worth which 
is nec ' for anyone — to 
sustain him or her through 
difficult times. 

And the time of mid-life can 
indeed be difficult for women, 
she added, because, “deep 
down, the expectations that

“With women, if they stand up 
and say, ‘Yes, I'm a mother, 
wife, giver, nurturer, and

on themselves, they tend to 
devalue themselves, and ask 
“What did I do wrong? Why can’t 
I do more? How did 1 get into 
this?" 

So the scope of “Women in 
Transition,” grew, Pat Kenney 
said, since its inception two 
years ago, into a support-group 
for women facing the 
burgeoning problems of mid-life 
in today’s society, problems that 
zo well beyond the issues of 
separation or divorce 

One of the delights of “Women 
in Transition," she added, is in 
finding the women nurturing 
each other and expressing them 
selves, which enables each to 
strengthen her of self 

“Most women,” she said, are 


very comfortable talking about 
other people's experiences, and 
relationships 
but 


about their own 
with ‘the important other’ 
not about themselves: their'I 


“Women in Transition 
helped enable women to disc 
themselves but has 
proved a source of gratification 
to Pat Kenney since, she said, 
“with the advent of the Women's 
Movement, there are more and 
more women asking: ‘is it too 
late for me?” 

“And of course, it's never too 
late. I am stunned, both in my 
private practice and in the 
group, to find so many latent 
talents in people 

“People come in, and see 
themselve having very 
ordinary lives, and as I get to 
know them, a great part of the 
joy of my work is in finding 
incredible talents in them 
talents like painting, dancing, 
ing the flute 
It is so gratifying, par 
ticularly, to see women emerge. 
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to see a woman get a job and 
grow through it. Many women 
have put a foreclosure on 
themselves, and on their 
potential, through early 
marriage 

* ‘Women in Transition’ has 
helped to dissolve that 
foreclosure.” 

Pat Kenney, whose husband 
Paul owns and runs Woburn's 
Kenney’s Caterers at 487 Main 
St., hates to cook, incidentally, 
and presents a strong argument 
for encouragement of the 
various talents in all human 
beings — with a plea for the 
avoidance of viewing in 
dividuals in terms of mal 
female roles in determining 


career choice. 
“In the late ‘50s,"" she said, 
vhen I first noticed the 


Women's Movement starting, it 
seemed alien to me. I did want to 
become a doctor, and yet it did 
not seem a real option to me, so I 
chose nursing as a complement 
to that desire 

‘It was viewed then as a 
choice. I could not have a doc 
tor's career and all the other 
things that I wanted: husband, 
home and family.” 

As for past women who have 
excelled, as pioneers in various 
traditionally male professions, 
like Elizabeth Blackwell, the 
first woman of modern times to 
become a physician (1849,) the 
great British novelist Jane 
Austen (1775-1817) and the bril- 
liant American painter Mary 
Cassatt (1845-1926,) Kenney 
said, somewhere in their 
backgrounds, there must have 
been someone, male or female, 
who was very supportive of their 
efforts. 

Dr. Kenney said she sees the 
Woman's Movement as a 
gradual process ,of evolution. 
From early pioneers like those 
mentioned, and others — but, 
more dramatically and in 
greater numbers, perhaps, since 
World War II, which required 
ifore and more women to come 
out of the homes and go into the 
factories (like “‘Rosie the 
Riveter") to support the war 
effort 

“I think it's great for women 
to be expressing themselves the 
way they want to. We've come 
long way in our attitudes 
towards what a woman can do. 
And, I guess, the Women's 
Movement reminds me of the 
civil rights movement; I think 
we are approaching a period of 
accommodation, and that the 
anger and the hostility are gone. 

“I also think that somewhere 
in all of this is the common 
human experience, for men and 
for women. Paradoxically, 
perhaps, in mid-life you often 
see a reversal of the 
male/female roles: women 
emerging with a stronger sense 
of self-worth and identity (with 
so many single households 
they've had to become bread- 
winners) — and men, in mid- 
life, becoming more in touch 
with their softer, gentler nature 
and feelings, and with the need 
for nurturing 

“I see, in fact, a tremendous 
need for support groups for 
single and divorced men 
since men have a 
lot of trouble saying ‘Help,’ 
because their traditional role 
calls for them to remain the 

rong, silent type.’ "" 

Ina lighter vein, and touching 
Pat's “important other," Paul 
Kenney, she said he likes to put 
on serious music (particularly 
Tschaikovsky) on Sunday 
mornings — and he really loves 
it at fairly high volume (who can 
blame him? The 1812 Overture 
cannot be played softly, nor can 
the Fifth Symphony) — but he 
finds it hard to accord the 
Kenney children equal license 
with screaming rock. 
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“I guess it all hinges on whose 
ox is being gored," Pat said 
though the question might be 
raised whether loud serious 
music can damage the ear- 
drums as badly as can rock 
Being a serious music lover 
myself, I earnestly hope not. 

So, since music has been 
mentioned, it seems fitting to 
close with still more lyrics from 
Joseph Papp's “I’m Getting My 
Act Together...’ about a'‘woman 
who asks questions very much 
like those facing each of us, 
male or female, as to whether 
“it’s at all possible for men and 
women to have decent con- 
structive relationships with 
each other, when our culture 
and our pasts so conspire 
against it, when we can hardly 
pick our way through the myths 
and distortions of what we are. 

“Our very definitions of love 
depend upon the extent to which 


we feel ‘like a man’ or ‘like a 
woman,’ which depends on our

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What's desk 
syndrome? 


Does your child go to school to 
sit at a desk or a computer? Does 
your child go te school to read a 
book? Does your child go to school 
to work in a workbook? Does your 
child go to school to write? 

Is your child criticized by 
teachers, psychologists and-or 
whatever as not working to 
capacity? Does he-she reportedly 
have a short attention span? Do 
reports state that he-she has 
visual perceptual problems? 

Maybe your child suffers from 
the Desk Syndrome. In this 
syndrome the child has 20-20 
vision or even better, 20-15 vision 
in testing for distance. This child 
has no trouble seeing the black- 
board, but has induced stress 
when trying to see at a desk. 
‘There is the possibility that your 
child™loses his-her binocularity 
(focusing ability) someplace 
between 12 inches and 17 inches, 
so that within that range the child 
sees double, disfused as in and out 
of focus picture or alternates 
seeing with one eye at a time. 

To cheek the Desk Syndrome 
out, if it applies, go to your eye 
doctor, either an ophthalmologist 
and-or an optometrist. Demand a 
test of near point eye functioning 
as well as distance testing. 
Request that thesdoctor test for 
binocular suffiency at near point. 
If he cannot do this secure 
another doctor. 

A Vision Task Force has been 
reestablished as the result of our 
State House Legislation, done as 
private individuals, to upgrade 
the Public School Vision 
Screening to include nearpoint 
eye screening and to change the 
accommodation screening from 
the current Grade 4 to Kin- 
dergarten. That is too late. This is 
only a change of grade 
placement. Does that cost new 
monies? 

Remember, the Vision Task 
Force will take time. It can take 
up to three years to change the 
school procedures state wide, In 
the meantime your child could 
slip through the cracks of the 
bureaucracy and be labeled 
Learning Disabled. Make sure 
that your child is fit to read at that 
desk, Make sure your child does 
not suffer from the Desk Syn- 
drome.
